Now, pause a moment, Gentle Reader, before you rele- 
gate us, our editorials and our newspaper to the round file 
as “cliche-wielding, foot-kissing, yes-men.” We have a word 
for you, too. 

We say Bud has done a good job. And we mean it, because 
has has kept his head and his integrity. Not always have we been 
in full agreement with his every action or that of his board. But 
we respect him as a reasonable man, who has acted on reason and 
principle in a field where the right often is hard to determine with 
an absolute yes or no. 

Whether or not you always agreed with Bud Davenport, you 
—and we—Gentle Reader, are unfortunate in losing this man 
from public service. After two years as chairman of the school 
board, during which he received nothing but headaches, long 
hours away from his family and his business and frequent savage 
criticism and abuse, Bud has earned his right to retire. 

, He has presided at his last difficult meeting, but we are not 
going to let him go quite yet. 

Because Bud Davenport is retiring voluntarily, because he 
still is young and in good health, because our schools and their 
problems represent probably the most explosive situation in a fast- 
growing community, Bud is a perfect example of the gravest 
danger facing this community — and thousands of others like it all 
across the nation. 

It is a danger specifically created by YOU, Gentle Reader, 
and we are holding Bud Davenport — by the lapels — here in 

” the spotlight for a moment longer to show you what you are 
doing. ; 

You are making it. almost impossible for men of good 
will and integrity to serve you in public office. 

This is your community. The school district, fire district, 
city government, sanitary district and all the other local agencies 
belong to you. Every one of them is governed by a board of private 
citizens elected by you — and not paid at all. 

The men and women who take on these posts of public trust 
know from the moment they file for election that there is no pay 
connected wtih the job, that they will be called upon to devote 
hours and hours of time and thought to the task. Why, then, do 
they do it? 

Perhaps it is genuine civic spirit. Perhaps it is an excuse to 
get out of the house in the evening. 

Perhaps, when we get right down to it, is is a matter of 
personal vanity. And there is nothing inherently wrong in that. 
All of us have a human need to feel we are important in some 
way. Volunteer workers in a worthy cause: they do it to feel 
they are useful. The job-drudge who joins a lodge and works 
to become the High Mucky-Muck: he does it to feel import- 
ant. YOU, who honestly try to do a good job: do you not do it 
for your own satisfaction in doing something well — and with 
the hope that some one will notice? 

If a man takes on a thankless task of public service — per- 
haps in part from self-interest to protect his own — but also so 
that he can feel he is doing something useful, does he not deserve 
at least that much pay for his efforts in your behalf? Does he 
not deserve an occasional pat on the back? 

But very, very seldom does he get even that. And that is why 
good men in unpaid public office are hard to come by. 

We do not imply Bud Davenport is leaving the school board 
for lack of public acclaim. His personal reasons may be impelling 
and altogether different. A man in business for himself often will 
find that 12 hours on the job, plus hours and hours spent at the 


public’s work, do not leave him enough time to eat and sleep, | 


much less to meet his family. 

But many a man who has done his best in a post of public 
trust has quit in disgust after a period marked with no acclaim 
but with abuse and suspicion aplenty. 

And that is YOUR fault. 


To return to our specific case, the school board, consider 


the clamor now ushering Bud Davenport out of office. 
Let’s face it, the increasing numbers of children to be edu- 


cated during these years of rapid population growth pose many | 
problems. In solving these problems, the school board must, as 


your representatives, study all possible solutions. 


There are matters of attendance areas, size of classes, type of | 


curriculum, school sites. There are many pros and many cons 
on every issue, and no matter what the decision, some parents or 
taxpayers will be unhappy. 

We believe Bud Davenport — along with his colleagues 
on the board —has done his best to solve these problems in 
the best way for the greatest number, But has anyone thanked 
him? Have YOUP 

All that has faced Davenport is the type of childish display 
that has marked the last few weeks. Letters to the editor in this 
paper have vilified the board. A spokesman in opposition to one 
of many school sites under consideration — and the board would 
be delinquent if it did not consider all possible sites — has pre- 
sented his arguments (many of them seemingly valid, we feel) 


not with an appeal to reason, but in a long harangue, coupled with! 


implied threats. This is followed by the insulting suggestion that 
the board declare it never even considered such a site. 


Bud has deserved his retirement, and so have all those — men 


of good will and integrity - who have bowed out of other public | 


service rather than bear any more the thankless burden of trying to 
help YOU in the face of nothing but abuse, suspicion and insult. 
"Without such men in public office, your community would 
not be worth your residence. YOU are the loser.

Your City’s Business: 


Sales Tax Would Lower | 
Levy Against Property 


By CHARLES P. BURGESS 
City Councilman, Menlo Park 


Last two weeks this column has 
pointed out reasons why a local 
sales tax (presuming, of course, 
that it was county-wide in San Ma- 
teo and Santa Clara counties) 
would be desirable to reduce the 
property tax and finance capital 
improvements that other wise 


would have to be paid for from 
property taxes. 

This leaves the question, how 
can we be sure that if the pro- 
perty tax is supplemented by a 
local sales tax, that after initial 
reduction the property tax 
won’t just gradually be boosted 
up again, and how can we know 
that the capital improvements 
which are made will not be ex- | 
travagant in comparison with 
what would be done if property 
taxes were not our sole sourse 
of funds for such improve- 
ments? 

The tax rate of the City of Men-| 
lo Park is limited by State law to 
one dollar per $100 of assessed 
valuation for general fund pur- 
poses. The city’s general fund rate) 
is now 65 cents. Not subject to 
any limit is the tax rate for bond 
interest and redemption (to be 7) 
cents next year with our new li-) 
brary and parks bonds) and em-| 
ployees’ retirement fund, current-| 
ly 6 cents. In addition, 20 cents 
may be levied outside the dollar 
limit for parks.and recreation, and 
amounts I do not now recall for 
library, civil defense and some 
other purposes. So if we wished to 
do so, the souncil could about dou- 
ble the present rate for purposes 
now financed from the general | 
fund. | 

Actually, the city rate has gone} 
the other way, dropping from) 
about $1.25 and one-quarter of the 
total tax bill about a decade ago, | 
to 73 cents and about 10 per cent) 
of the total tax bill this year. In) 
this period county, school and spe-| 
cial district tax rates advanced 
substantially. 

But it has become apparent 
to us on the council that with 
the continued increase in wage 
and salary levels and prices of 
materials and supplies we may 
not be able to hold the line 
much longer. 

On top of this, we have failed to 
keep up with the capital improve- 
ments demanded by our increase 
in population. The most critical it- 
ems, a library building, and parks 
in Belle Haven and the Willows 
have been provided by the $220,- 
000 bond issue voted in April. The 
less critical items can be provided 
on a pay-as-you-go basis from cur- 
rent revenue. But with our in- 


creasing operating costs, it can on- 
ly be done by a raise in our pre- 
sent 78 cent tax rate (including 
5 cents next vear for the new 
bonds) or from a new revenue 
source. 

Assume we were to pledge half 
of a local sales tax proceeds to cap- 
ital improvements, and half to a 
reduction in the property tax rate. 
Then when we prepare our bud- 


| get, we throw against our propos- 
|ed expenditures one-half the esti- 
| mated revenue from the sales tax 
| to determin what will be the pro- 
| perty tax rate. 


But if the budget itself is 
higher than necessary, the en- 
tire saving will be merely on pa- 
per, and the taxpayer will be 
paying more than he otherwise 
would. 

Another procedure would be for 


| the council by ordinance to limit 


the budget to an amount that can 
be financed by a 65 cent tax rate, 
and then apply one-half of the 
sales tax proceeds thereto. The 
problem here is that we may well 
find it necessary to increase our 
basic rate in order to cover future 
increased prices and wages called 
for by economic conditions, and 
the 65 cents might not be a realis- 
tice figure. 

Probably a compromise of 70 
cents next year plus not to ex- 
ceed 3 cents increase per year up 
to a dollar maximum in 10 years 
could be made without upsetting 
the city’s sound fiscal position, as- 
suring the property taxpayer of 
a considerable amount of relief 
under the worst conditions.

25 Years Ago: 
Gambling Peril 
Was for Real 
In Those Days 


The files of the Menlo Park 
Recorder reveal that, 25 years 
ago this week, the following ' 
items, here reproduced exactly 
as first published, were news in 
the young community: 

June 19, 1931: 


“Three men were arrested early

The low-slung, plastic bodied speedster is the property of Don 
Genasci, teen-age son of Mr .and Mrs. Clarence Genasci, 100 San Mateo 
drive, Menlo Park.

Before installing the body, however, young Genasci reworked the 
Plymouth engine into a three-quarter race mill with a 9 to 1 com- 
pression ratio. Three carburetors supply the fuel, while novel home- 
made exhaust headers carry the exhaust gases through two mufflers. 

Not content with a limited production plastic body from the 
Southern California firm, Don ordered a few changes of his own. He
